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REMARKS 

Claims 18-25 and 28-30 are now in this application. By the foregoing 
amendment, minor corrections have been made in Claims 18 and 25. No new 
matter has been added. 

The Examiner has required restriction to one of the following: Group I 
corresponding to Claims 18-19 and 24-25; Group II corresponding to Claim 20; 
Group III, corresponding to Claim 21; Group IV, corresponding to Claim 22; Group V 
corresponding to Claim 23; Group VI, corresponding to Claim 28; and Group VII, 
corresponding to Claims 29-30. 

Applicants elect Group I, with traverse . 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement. The Examiner has correctly 
stated that Inventions l-VII are related as product (I) and methods of use (ll-VII). 
Since applicants have elected Group I, drawn to the product, it is submitted that it 
would not be unduly burdensome to the Examiner to search and examine the other 
claimed groups, or at least Groups ll-V, together with elected Group I because if 
Group I is free of the prior art, Groups ll-V must be as well. Moreover, because at 
least the claims of Groups II, III, IV and V depend from and include all of the 
limitations of claims in elected Group I, Groups ll-V therefore are appropriate for 
rejoinder in the event of allowance of claims in Group I, in light of the Guidance on 
Treatment of Process Claims in light of In re Ochiai, In re Brouwer and 35 U.S.C. 
§103(b)," 1184 O.G. 86 (March 26, 1996). Applicants intend to maintain dependency 
of the method claims on the product claims or to otherwise include the limitations of 
the product claims in these other claims so as to maintain their right to rejoinder. 
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In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement and examination of all of the claims on the merits are respectfully 
solicited.
